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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 (JSC § 102 
The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the basis for 
the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

Claims 1-3 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Appleton. 

With regard to claim 1, Appleton (US 4,726,784) discloses a multiple socket having rotatable socket units 
comprising: 

a housing(13) having a first conducting strap (64) and a second conducting strap (66) at an interior 
thereof; and 

socket units (14-16), with each being pivotally connected at the housing and 

capable of pivotal rotations, and having a first insertion strap and a second insertion strap (the respective 
wire of the cable 12 communicating with 27) at an interior thereof, wherein the first insertion 
strap and the second insertion strap are pivotally connected with the first conducting strap and the 
second conducting strap, thereby enabling the socket unit to drive the first insertion strap and the 
second insertion strap to further freely rotate relative to the housing. 

With regard to claim 2, Appleton discloses that the first conducting strap and the second conducting 
strap are provided with projecting pivotal ends (27) for pivotally connecting ends of the first insertion strap 
and the second insertion strap. 

With regard to claim 3, Appleton discloses that the socket unit has apertures (50, 48) at two rear sides 
thereof for receiving the pivotal ends of the first conducting strap and the second conducting strap.
